Communities  with  old  mu- 
nicipal buildings  that  no  long- 
er meet  current  needs  are 
thinking  twice  about  demol- 
ishing existing  structures  for 
new  ones.  High  cost  of  new 
construction  is  making  renova- 
tion and  reuse  more  attractive. 
Apart  from  its  economic 
sense,  reusing  older  buildings 
of  historical  and  architectural 
value  helps  maintain  symbols 
of  a community's  pride  and 
heritage.
